Gingerbread. 


A well made gingerbread is much 


better cake oa certain occasions than 
a fruit cake, and is quite superior to 
a coarsely made cake. A chocolate 
icing is particularly nice on a molass- 
es sponge cake flavored with ginger. 
To make this cake put into a pan two 
cupfuls of molasses, a CUB and three- 
quarters lard and butter mined or all 
butter, a tablespoonful 
ginger and 


the same amount of hot water poured 
over a tablespooaful of soda. Stir In 
enough flour to make a batter about 
as stiff as for a sponge cake. 


It should be soft enough to spread 


cut when injured in a biscuit pan. As 
gingerbread burns easily, Is should be 
protected at top and bottom. An as- 
bestos griddle set under the pan is a 
protection against scorch. When the 
cake is done lift the pan out of the 
oven without jarring, and iet it re- 
main In the tin until nearly cold. For 
the icing, stir two squares of un- 
sweetened grated chocolate with two 
to five tabiespoonfuls of boiling tva- 
ter and stir the mixture over the fire 
until smooth and glossy. Spread on 
evenly while the cake is a trifle warm, 
then let It remain In the pan until 
cold. Cut ia squares and. when the 
Icing is hard, ifit it out.—New Haven 
Register. 


Dressed Crab. 


One good-sized crab, oil and vinegar 


to taste, salt and pepper, one heap- 
ing tablespoonful 
of 
fresh 
white 


bread crumbs, two teaspoonfuls of 
finely chopped parsley, one tablespoon- 
ful of butter. 


Choose, if 
possible, a crab 
with 


large claws, and one which feels heavy 
for its size. 


After boiling remove all the meat 


from the bod;-, cnrefuily picking it out 
from the claws and the bony part in 
the middle. The flesh Is of two kinds 
—one dark and soft, and the other 
white and firm. Separate vr. white 
kind into shreds with a fork. 


When the shell Is empty, wash it 


carefully, then rub ic over with a lit- 
tle melted butter to polish it. Then 
chip off the under portion of the shell 
so as to leave a neat, even edge- 


Mix the soft substance 
with the 


crumbs, then add oil, vinegar, salt and 
pepper to taste. Next sprinkle the 
white meat "with oil. vinegar, salt and 
pepper. Fill the shell with the two 
mixtures, arranging them alternately, 
so that they appear in stripes. Sepa- 
rate each stripe by a thin line of "fine- 
ly chopped parsley. Beat the butter 
slightly; then, 
with a forcing-bag, 


pipe it prettily round the edge of the 
crab shell. 


Arrange the small claws threaded 


together, in a circle on a lace paper. 
Place the shell on this and garnisn It 
with a little fresh parsley.

Flounder a U'Orly, 


Two and a half 
„teaspoonfuls 
ot 
ilour, two eggs, two tablc»spoonfuls ot 
olive oil, two tablcspoonfuls of milk, 
one teaspoonful of tairagon vinegar, 
ne teaspoonful of larrigon 
vinegar, 
ono tablespoonful chopped parsley and 
one of onion, salt and fillets of floun- 
der. 


First make the following batter, as 
it is best to stand: Mix the flour and 
salt together, then add two yolks oC 
eggs and -one v/hlte of egg. also ono 
tablespoonful olive oil, and lastly the 
milk. 
Mix these ingredients well, but 
lightly, and let it stand. 
Mix together 
the rest of the oil, the vinegars, pars- 
ley. onion, pepper and salt. 


Fillet a nice 
fresh 
flounder^ 
cut 
cach fillet In two and lay each piece 
to soak for ton or fifteen minutes in 
the mixture you have just made. 'J.hen 
take up each piece of fish with a skew- 
er, dip it in the batter, and fry a gold- 
en brown in plenty of smoking hot 
fat. 
Drain 
on white 
paper. 
Serve 
hot with fried parsley. 


Gingerbread, 


A well made gingerbread is much 
better cake on certain occasions than 
a fruit cake, and is quite superior to 
a coarsely made cake. 
A chocolate 
icing is particularly nice on a molass- 
es sponge cake flavored with ginger. 
To make this cake put into a pan two 
cupfuls of molasses, a cup and three- 
quarters lard and butter mixed or all 
butter, a tablespoonful 
ginger 
and 
the same amount of hot water poured 
over a tableipoonful of soda. 
Stir in 
enough flour to make a batter about 
as stiff as for a sponge cake. 


It should be soft enougli to spread 
out when poured in a biscuit pan. As 
gingerbread burns easily, is should be 
protected at top and bottom. 
An as- 
bestos griddle set under the pan is a 
protection against scorch. 
When the 
cake is done lift the pan out of the 
oven without jarring, and let it re- 
main in the tin until nearly cold. For 
the icing, 
stir two squares of 
un- 
sweetened grated chocolate with tAvo 
to five tablespoonfuls of boiling wa- 
ter and stir the mixture over the fire 
until smooth and glossy. 
Spread on 
evenly while the cake is a trifle warm, 
then let it remain in the pan until 
cold. 
Cut in squares and. when the 
icing is hard, ifit it out.—New Haven 
Register, 


Dressed 
Crab. 


One good-sized crab, oil and vinegar 
to taste, salt and pepper, one heap- 
ing tablespoonful 
of 
fresh 
white 
bread crumbs, 
two teaspoonfuls 
of 
finely chopped parsley, one tablespoon- 
ful of butter. 


Choose, if 
possible, a crab 
with 
large claws, and one whicli feels heavy 
for its size. 


After boiling remove all the meat 
from the body, carefully picking it out 
from the claws and the bony part in 
the middle. 
The flesh is of two kinds 
—one dark and soft, and the other 
white and 
flrm. 
Separate the white 
kind into shreds with a fork. 


When the shell is empty, wash it 
carefully, then rub It over with a lit- 
tle melted butter to polish it. 
Then 
chip off tho under portion of the shell 
so as to leave a neat, even edge. 


Mix the soft substance 
v/itli the 
crumbs, then add oil, vinegar, salt and 
pepper to taste. 
Next sprinkle 
the 
white meat with oil, vinegar, salt and 
pepper. 
Fill the shell with the two 
mixtures, arranging them alternately, 
so that they appear in stripes. 
Sepa- 
rate each stripe by a thin line of fine- 
ly chopped parsley. 
Beat the butter 
slightly; 
then, 
with a 
forcing-bag, 
pipe it prettily round the edge of the 
crab shell. 


Arrange the small claws threaded 
together, in a circle on a lace paper. 
Place the shell on this and garnisu it 
with a little fresh parsley.

two ounces. 
Mix this well together 
and put in shallow dishes when re- 
quired.

His father was an architect 
to the city of Stockholm—an 
office 
from which he has now retired.

Vega 011 April 4, 1SS0, after having 
compassed the northeast passage, that 
first'turned Hedin's mind to thoughts 
of travel. 
He was a distinguished 
student, and after graduating he went 
to Baku as tutor in the house of a 
Swedish engineer. 
While laid aside 
by illness there, he taught himself the 
Russian and the Tartar languages, 
which he found of inestimable service 
in later years when he was traveling 
in 
Central 
Asia.

Flounder a L’Orly, 


Two and a half „leaspoonfuls 
ot 
fiour, two eggs, two tablespoonfuls of 
olive oil, two tablespoonfuls of milk, 
one teaspoonful of tarragon vinegar, 
ne teaspoonful of tarragon vinegar, 
one tablespoonful chopped parsley and 
one of onion, salt and fillets of floun­ 
der. 


First make the following batter, as 
it is best to stand; Mix the flour and 
salt together, then add two yolks of 
eggs and .one white of egg, also one 
tablespoonful olive oil, and lastly the 
milk. 
Mix these ingredients well, but 
lightly, and let it stand. 
Mix together 
the rest of the oil, the vinegars, pars­ 
ley, onion, pepper and salt. 


FiHet a nice 
fresh flounder* cut 
cach fillet in two and lay each piece 
to soak for ten or fifteen minutes in 
the mixture you have just made. 'JLhen 
take up each piece of fish with a skew­ 
er, dip it in the batter, and fry a gold 
en brown in plenty of smoking hot 
fat. 
Drain 
on white 
paper. 
Serve 
hot with fried parsley. 


Gingerbread. 


A well made gingerbread is much 
better cake on certain occasions than 
a fruit cake, and is quite superior to 
a coarsely made cake. A chocolate 
icing is particularly nice on a molass­ 
es sponge cake flavored with ginger. 
To make this cake put into a pan two 
cupfuls of molasses, a cup and three- 
quarters lard and butter mixed or all 
butter, a tablespoonful 
ginger and 
the same amount of hat water poured 
over a tableipoonful of soda. 
Stir in 
enough flour to make a batter about 
as stiff as for a sponge cake. 


It should be soft enough to spread 
out when poured in a biscuit pan. As 
gingerbread burns easily, is should be 
protected at top and bottom. 
An as­ 
bestos griddle set under the pan is a 
protection against scorch. 
When the 
cake is done lift the pan out of the 
oven without jarring, and 'let it re­ 
main in the tin until nearly cold. For 
the icing, 
stir two squares of 
un­ 
sweetened grated chocolate with two 
to live tablespoonfuls of boiling wa­ 
ter and stir the mixture over the fire 
until smooth and glossy. 
Spread on 
evenly while the cake is a trifle warm, 
then let it remain in the pan until 
cold. 
Cut in squares and, when the 
icing is hard, ifit it out.—New Haven 
Register. 


Dressed Crab. 


One good-sized crab, oil and vinegar 
to taste, salt and pepper, one heap­ 
ing tablespoonful 
of 
fresh 
white 
bread crumbs, 
two teaspoonfuls 
of 
finely chopped parsley, one tablespoon­ 
ful of butter. 


Choose, if 
possible, a crab 
with 
large claws, and one which feels heavy 
for its size. 


After boiling remove all the meat 
from the body, carefully picking it out 
from tho claws and the bony part in 
the middle. 
The flesh is of two kinds 
—one dark and soft, and the other 
white and firm. 
Separate the white 
kind into shreds with a fork. 


When the shell is empty, wash it 
carefully, then rub it over with a lit­ 
tle melted butter to polish it. 
Then 
chip off tho under portion of the shell 
so as to leave a neat, even edge. 


Mix the soft substance 
with the 
crumbs, then add oil, vinegar, salt and 
pepper to taste. 
Next sprinkle the 
white meat with oil, vinegar, salt and 
pepper. 
Fill the shell with the two 
mixtures, arranging them alternately, 
so that they appear In stripes. 
Sepa­ 
rate each stripe by a thin line of fine­ 
ly chopped parsley. 
Beat the butter 
slightly; 
then, 
with a forcing-bag, 
pipe it prettily round the edge of the 
crab shell. 


Arrange the small claws threaded 
together, in a circle on a lace paper. 
Place the shell on this and garnisn it 
with a little fresh parsley.

If all the gold, silver and jewelry 
now lying dormant in the storerooms 
of the great banks of this country 
were to be arrayed in a stage scene, 
a spectacle of glittering magnificence 
would be presented beside which the 
splendor of Aladdin’s cave would pale 
to insignificance, says London “Tit­ 
bits,*’ 


There would be heavy gold plate, 
solid silver lieirloms and jewels sur­ 
passing in beauty the headgear of a 
Maharajah. 


For instance, who knows how much 
plato and jewelry was sent over to 
England just prior to the French 
Revolution? That its value is untold 
many people know. Some of the own­ 
ers 
perished during the Commune 
troubles; others 
died before 
they 
were able to reveal the secret of their 
hidden treasure. Consequently, there 
are doubtless in France to-day many 
people 
blissfully 
ignorant 
of the 
wealth here in England to which they 
are entitled. And ignorant they will 
remain. 


What becomes of all this wealth? 
Also, what becomes of the hundreds 
of unclaimed bank balances? It is 
said of a certain bank, famous for its 
architectural magnificence and sur­ 
rounding beauty, that the whole struc­ 
ture was raised out of these unclaim­ 
ed balances and dividends. 


Mr. Bottomley, M. P., is doing his 
utmost tc push through the House of 
Commons a bill, the object of which 
is to bring into the possession and 
control of the state this dormant 
wealth now lying in the vaults of our 
great banking institutions. Mr. Bot­ 
tomley, who is unusually well in­ 
formed, declares that the banks them­ 
selves could not know what was lying 
in their vaults on which dividends 
have not been claimed; that there is 
over £1,000,000 to-day in the shape 
of unpaid dividends in the possession 
of the joint stock companies in this 
country. 


There is one joint stock bank in 
the city of London which, until a few 
years ago, had as a customer an ec­ 
centric old lady who had £2S,om 
standing to her credit. Once at least 
every year she would drive up to the 
bank, ask for the manager, and draw7 
a cheque for the entire sum. Having 
counted the notes and checked the in­ 
terest, she was well satisfied as to the 
security of her money, and then disap­ 
peared. For the last seven years the 
hank has seen nothing of that old 
lady. The £2S,000 is lying in the joint 
stock bank. 


But what about the lady? Has she 
any relatives? Are they aware of her 
wealth, or is she, in fact, living? 


It might be comical in one aspect, 
but what about the dependents of that 
poor old lady? Again, a wealthy man 
was in the habit of having all his 
money on deposit in various banks. A 
few years age he was in a railway 
accident and was killed. At this mo­ 
ment, though he was known to have 
been a wealthy man, his family are 
living in absolute want, and almost 
penury, because they are utterly un­ 
able to ascertain where his money is 
at present lodged. Inquiries have been 
made, but the banks always reply 
that they give no information on such 
subjects. A third case is that of an 
officer who lost his life in the South 
African war. Within a week of his 
death he wrote saying that if anything 
befell him he had £G,000 in the bank 
for the assistance of his family. That 
family to-day cannot find out where 
any portion of that money is. 


.Regarding jewelry and plate, one 
well known West End bank alone has 
admittedly two millions* worth of se­ 
curities waiting for lawful claimants 
to come along and be put in possession 
of them,

Sight Restored. 


Gettysburg. Oct. 30.—After suffering 


nearly four months from blindness, the 
result of a stroke of lightning at the Na- 
tional Guard encampment at Gettysburg. 
July 23. Guy Bryner, a private of the 
Tenth Regiment, has left Philadelphia for 
his home, in Connellsville, with his sight 
almost completed restored. Bryner was 
on guard duty the night he was blinded. 
While sleeping until his turn came to go 
on post, he lay on a poncho on the wet 
ground. Sleeping beside him was Corpo- 
ral Garver. The lightning stroke killed 
Garver. and Bryner knew nothing until 
late the next day. when he recovered con- 
sciousness in a hospital,jl blind. After a 
few weeks he recovered partial vision in 
his left eve. but the right remained blind. 
He was sent by his family to a hospital in 
Pittsburg. but the treatment there was not 
successful. 


Three weeks ago he went to the Medi- 


co-Chirurgical Hospital; in Philadelphia. 
He was placed under the care of a staff of 
oculists. Without resorting to an opera- 
tion the doctors treated him. with the re- 
sult that the sight of the left eye was. en- 
tirely restored, while he can see almost 
perfectlv with his right eye.

cents. The first three go for a nickel 
each, while the immortal Homer is 
held at a dime. 


The Latin classics are equally low- 


priced. The particular pupil can have 
his choice of several grammars at a 
nickel apiece, also ^-ie prose sentenc- 
es, Caesar. Cicero, and IS'epos. 
The 


translations for the same works come 
higher, though, on the expectation 
that there will be more demand for 
the "literal" than the original.

ing at its fullest capacity. We are ai 
present turning out three 14.000-toa 
turbine steamships which will do 21 
knots and which will ply between San 
Francisco and Hongkong via Japan. 
Incidentally they will take a, still big- 
ger slice of the Pacific Coast freight, 
which has been going of late almost 
entirely to the Japanese lines. These 
three boats will use oil for fuel, a 
distinct departure for ocean liners. 


"In addition to these boats, we are 


building four large steamships which 
will run from Japan to England via 
the Suez Canal. All these vessels will 
be at the service of Japan in case of 
war. Our dockyard, of course, is not 
the only one that is active in produc- 
ing this big order for auxiliaries. The 
dockyards at Kobe and other places 
are all running at their full capacity."' 
—Xew York Times.

Five miles south and west of Gleen 


pool, Tulsa, on the Komdorfer ier^e, 
the Prairie Oil and Gas company has 
drilled in, at a depth cf 2340 feet, a 
well of high grade orl. offsetting an- 
other big well at the same deptn pro- 
ducing the same grades of oil. This 
strike 
is remarkable in that both 


these wells are at least 500 feet deeD- 
er than wells in the Glenn pool and 
reveal entirely new sand with every 
indication that the entire countrv 
thereabout is underlaid with a lake of 
high grade oil at a depth until now 
never discovered. It is possible that 
many if not ail wells in the Creek oil 
fields will in time be drilled to the 
new sand.—Kansas City Journal.

The Man With the Hoe 
Has His Troubles in France

M France there is a hierarchy of farmers. 


Tho great landowners we need not consider, 
The'y 
a r ^ o l 
in their fields. 
They are idling, gaming, talking politics in Paris. 
Thpy number the^r acres by the thousands. 
Take the French 
Rothschilds, 
for 
instance—Uicy 
own 
four 
hundred 
thousand 
acres of land. 
Other barons of financc» and many gentlemen of 
ancient house, are masters of similar estates. 
Such "farmers" 
"a-s the&o are at the head of tho hierarchy; -the farming baron, the gentleman 
farmer. 
Their lands are exploited in the broad» business-like Avay that rules 
the syndicate wheat-farms of the great northwest. 
Let us go down the scale. 
N'Pxt in order cnmes the farmer generals. 
They are middlemen. 
They are 
the capiUilists who stand between tlie owner, from whom -they rent a hun- 
dred farms, and the tenants to whom they sublet. 
Few of them have ever 
turned a furrow. 
The fanner-general is an intermediary parasite. 


At this point in the agricultural hierarchy, comes the man who cultivates 
his field-s. 
The largest class is made up of those who rent their farms—as in 
England—from some great landowner; if the lease be long and the terms be 
good he fares not ill. 
He owns his stock and implements. 
Usually he is 
well-to-do. .He employs a dozen men. laborers, shepherds. 
More and more 
ho is becomJng the type of the French farmer, for the'small owner—he who 
plowed his ow.n acres—is giving way before the universal tendency toward 
concentration; 
even so the little shopkeeper is being destroyed by the all- 
absorbing department stere. 
Twice a year he pays his rent; 
probably 
he 
rojits his farm on a lease of three, s-lx and nine years. 
He is master in his 
domain. 
He may soil, buy. sow and garner as he will. 
Perhaps his greatest 
diihculty is in procuring laborers, for the young men go to the cities, to the 
faciories; so he works from dawn to dusk and wiih hin». in the field his women 
work. 


Lower in the scale is die farmer who works his land on shares, receiv- 
ing one-half of the product. 
His farmirg is done under the direction of the 
owner or farmer-general. 
This Is the method in vogue at Ferrieres, the great 
es'tate of tho Baron Rothqchild in (he Seine-et-Marne. 
Usualiy but a small 
farm is allotted to the "half-shares man." 
In reality he is the serf of the new 
reu:imo, for financial feudality has preserved many of tho old servitudes of 
the soil. 
In tho first place ho may at any time be called away to work in 
the owner's 
fields. 
He must make all repairs. 
He mufit dig trenches, wher- 
ever the owner sees 
fit. 
He must supply all the straw and hay the owner 
requires and send to his kitohen egi;?, rnd butter and vegetables in season. 
HP must allows all or any of tho owner's laborers to cook their food in his 
kitchen, whenever such laborers are cmjiloyed nearby. 
And lastly, if 
the 
owner finds the work ill-done, he may hire outside laborers and send them 
into the fields, for w-hich the "half-shares man" must pay.—The Outing Maga- 
zine.

MONG the diverse 
benevolent 
schemes 
before the public, 
few 
aim to give relief to a worthy portion of every 
community— 
the headwaitejo of New York, in the approved Tammany phrase, 
pei-sonal knowledge of those 
who, 'through no fault or 
only 
paa-tial fault of their own, are physically unfit to compete with 
the strong and sturdy in the open labor m^rts, although eagerly 
willing to work. 
They cannot enter fully in thai 
compeutlon 
which is often so close that the margin of living is a t best a narrow one. 
Of- 
ten these partially-disabled folk are of an intelligence above the average; and 
many of them have received an education and training which would make their 
services of value, could they secure suitable opportunities. 


For a large proportion of these unfortunates, the solution is small farm- 
ing and kindred occupations. 
Every month such people come under my obser- 
vation, and I always strongly recommend this form of work for them. 
As 
a rule, the results are most gratifying, and not seldom the patient ds com- 
pletely cured. 


There are, of course, practical difiiculties which must be overcome, for 
even "thre-e acres and liberty" Involve some capital, which these poor incom- 
petents do not always possess. 
How can they avail themselves of these glori- 
ous opportunities? 
It is a healthful and ennobling form of life to till tho 
soil and bring forth flowers, fruits and vegetables; and while farming on a 
large scale would take more strength than these half-disabled folk possess, 
on a small scale the work is comparatively easy. 
Chickens and squabs are 
not hard to raise, and there is always a good sale for them, as well as for 
eggs. 
Money can a b o be made by breeding fine dogs or Persian and Angora 
cats. 


Surely the kind-hearted capitalist can find no better use for the money 
he '^vishes to ex-pend in philanthropic enierprists than to provide places of this 
kind, with the necessary houses and tools, and sell or rent them to that piti- 
ful moiety of tho comnuinity who are under-developed, neurasthenic, exhaust- 
ed by «exacting or unwholesome labor or partially disabled by diseases of the 
nerves, or, last but most numerous and oftentimes the .most worthy of ail, 
the wage-earners who are known as "tubercular suspects." 


Doubtless many plans for disbursement have already -been devised 
by 
the trustees of the RusseJ Sago fund, the avowed purpose of which is to re- 
duce jxjverty and ignorance. 
If they desire suggestions, here is one which I 
believe to be adapted to, meet some urgent cases.—Lippincott's.

Now Building in One Yard, 


According to Kashira Shiba, one of 
the managers of the Municipal Dock- 
yard at Nagasaki, 
Japan, the 
Japa- 
nese Government Is making 
earnest 
effort to increase its fleet of auxiliary 
cruisers. 
Mr. Shiba, 
declared 
that 
while the 
Japanese Navy is 
highly 
efficient, there is need of a fleet of 
steamships which could be converted 
into cruisers in time of war, 


"Our dockyard," said he, "is work- 
ing at its fullest capacity. 
We are at 
present turning out 
three 
14,000-ton 
turbine steamships which will do 
21 
knots and which will ply between San 
Francisco and Hongkong via 
Japan. 
Incidentally they will take a still big- 
ger slice of 
t h e Pacific Coast freiglit, 
which has been going of late almost 
entirely to the Japanese lines. These 
three boats will use oil 
for 
fuel, a 
distinct departure for ocean liners. 


"In addition to these boats, we are 
building four large steamships which 
will run from Japan to Engla.nd 
via 
the Suez Canal. 
All these vessels will 
be at the service of Japan in case of 
war. 
Our dockyard, of course, is not 
the only one that is active in produc- 
ing this big order for auxiliaries. 
The 
dockyards at Kobe and other places 
are all ininning at their full capacity/'

The Man With the Hoe 
Has His Troubles in France

N France thcro is a hierarchy of farmers. 


The great landowners we need not consider, 
The'y areHBot 


in their fields. 
They are idling, gaming, talking politics in Paris. 


They number the|r acrcs by tho thousands. 
Take the French 


Rothschilds, 
for instance—they own four hundred 
thousand 


acres of land. 
Other barons of financc, and many gentlemen of 
ancient house, are masters of similar estates. 
Such “farmers” 
"as the&e are at the head of tho »hierarchy; «the farming baron, the gentleman 
farmer. 
Their lands are exploited in the broad, business-like way that rules 
the syndicate wheat-farms of the groat northwest. 
Let us go down the scale. 
Next in order comes the farmer generals. 
They are middlemen. 
They are 
the capitalists who stand between the owner, from whom they rent a hun­ 
dred farms, and the tenants to whom they sublet. 
Few of them have ever 
turned a furrow. 
The fanner-general is an intermediary parasite. 


At this point in the agricultural hierarchy, comes the man who cultivates 
his fields. 
The largest class is made up of those who rent their farms—as in 
England—from some great landowner; if the lease be long and the terms be 
good he fare-s not ill, 
He owns his stock and implements. 
Usually he is 
well-to-do. .He employs a dozen men, laborers, shepherds. 
More and more 
ho is becoming the type of the French farmer, for the «small owner—he who 
plowed his own acres—is giving way before the universal tendency toward 
concentration; even so the little shopkeeper is being destroyed by the all- 
absorbing department store. 
Twice a year he pays his rent; probably he 
rents his farm on a lease of three, six and nine years. 
He is master in his 
domain. 
He may sell, buy, sow and garner as he will. 
Perhaps his greatest 
difficulty is in procuring laborers, for the young men go to the cities, to the 
factories; so he works from dawn to dusk and with him in the field his women 
work. 


Lower in the scale is die farmer who works his land on shares, receiv­ 
ing one-half of the product. 
His farmirg is done under the direction of the 
owner or farmer-general. 
This is the method in vogue at Ferrieres, the great 
estate of the Baron Rothschild in the Seine-et-Marne. 
Usually but a small 
farm is allotted *to the “half-shares man.” In reality he is the serf of the new 
regime, for financial feudality has preserved many of tho old servitudes of 
the soil. 
In the first place ho may at any time be called away to work in 
the owner’s fields. 
He must make all repairs. 
He must dig trenches, wher­ 
ever the owner seos fit. 
He must supply all the straw and hay the owner 
requires and send to his kitohen eggs rnd butter and vegetables in season. 
He m ust allow all or any of the owner’s laborers to cook their food in his 
kitchen, whenever such laborers are employed nearby. 
And lastly, if the 
owner finds the work ill-done, he may hire outside laborers and send them 
into the fields, for which the “half-shares man” must pay.—The Outing Maga­ 
zine

MONG the diverse benevolent schemes before the public, few 


aim to give relief to a worthy portion of every community— 
the headwaitejo of New York, in the approved Tammany phrase, 
personal knowledge of those who, through no fault or only 
partial fault of their own, are physically unfit to compete with 
the strong and sturdy in the open labor m p ts , although eagerly 
willing to work. 
They cannot enter fully in that competition 
which is often so close that the margin of living is at best a narrow one. 
Of* 
ten these partially-disabled folk are of an intelligence above the average; and 
many of them have received an education and training which wrould make their 
services of value, could they secure suitable opportunities. 


For a large proportion of these unfortunates, the solution is small farm­ 
ing and kindred occupations. Every month such people come under my obser­ 
vation, and I always strongly recommend this form of work for them. 
As 
a rule, the results are most gratifying, and not seldom the patient ds com­ 
pletely cured. 


There are, of course, practical difficulties which must be overcome, for 
even “three acres and liberty” involve some capital, which these poor incom­ 
petents do not always possess. 
How can they avail themselves of these glori­ 
ous opportunities? 
It is a healthful and ennobling form of life to till tho 
soil and bring forth fiowers, fruits and vegetables; and while farming on a 
large scale would take more strength than these half-disabled folk possess, 
on a small scale the work is comparatively easy. 
Chickens and squabs are 
not hard to raise, and there is always a good sale for them, as well as for 
eggs. 
Money can abo be made by breeding fine dogs or Persian and Angora 
cats. 


Surely the kind-hearted capitalist can find no better use for the money 
ho wishes to expend in philanthropic enterprises than to provide places of this 
kind, with the necessary houses and tools, and sell or rent them to that piti­ 
ful moiety of the community who are under-developed, neurasthenic, exhaust­ 
ed by «exacting or unwholesome labor or partially disabled by diseases of the 
nerves, or, last but most numerous and oftentimes the .most worthy of all, 
the wage-earners who are known as “tubercular suspects.” 


Doubtless many plans for disbursement have already been devised by 
the trustees of the Russel Sago fund, the avowed purpose of which is to re­ 
duce poverty and ignorance. 
If they desire suggestions, here is one which I 
believe to be adapted to. meet some urgent cases.—Lippincott's.

Now Building in One Yard. 


According to Kashira Shiba, one of 
the managers of the Municipal Dock­ 
yard at Nagasaki, 
Japan, the Japa­ 
nese Government is making 
earnest 
effort to increase its fleet of auxiliary 
cruisers. 
Mr. Shiba, 
declared 
that 
while the 
Japanese Navy is 
highly 
efficient, there is need of a fleet of 
steamships which could be converted 
into cruisers in time of wrar, 


“Our dockyard,” said he, “is work­ 
ing at its fullest capacity. 
We are at 
present turning out three 
14,000-ton 
turbine steamships which will do 
21 
knots and which will ply between San 
Francisco and Hongkong via 
Japan. 
Incidentally they will take a still big­ 
ger slice of the Pacific Coast freight, 
which has been going of late almost 
entirely to the Japanese lines, These 
three boats will use oil 
for 
fuel, a 
distinct departure for ocean liners. 


“In addition to these boats, we are 
building four large steamships which 
will run from Japan to England 
via 
the Suez Canal. All these vessels will 
be at the service of Japan in case of 
war. 
Our dockyard, of course, is not 
the only one that is active in produc­ 
ing this big order for auxiliaries. The 
dockyards at Kobe and other places 
are all running at their full capacity,”

Chiefly, Say the Experts, the Greed 
of 
the 
Farmers. 


In the closing decade of the last 
century the land 
values 
of 
Ohio 
shrank 
$00,000,000. 
In 
Minnesota, 
the great wheat State, the average 
yield an acre has dropped one bushel 
in the last five years. 
In 
Kansas 
the retrogression is even more mark- 
ed. 


The census report gives the aver- 
age annual product an acre of all 
the farms in the United States 
as 
worth $11.38. 
This figure, poor as it 
is, must 
owe a great 
deal to 
the 
newly opened 
territories, 
for 
the 
great agricultural States of Minnesota 
and Illinois fell considerably 
below 
It. 


With the most fertile land in the 
world, says the Craftsman, we are 
producing much less than other peo- 
ples 
extract 
from lands of 
poorer 
quality and 
longer 
subjection 
to 
tilth. 
During the ten years ending 
with 
1906 Tve raised thirteen 
and 
five-tenths bushels of wheat to the 
acre. 
In Austria and Hungary the 
average 
was seventeen 
bushels; 
in 
Prance 
it -was nineteen and 
eight- 
tenths ; 
in Germany, 
twenty-seven 
and 
six-tenths; 
and 
in the 
United 
Kingdom, 
thirty-two 
and 
two-tenths 
bushels. 
The figures for barley, oats 
and other crops show the same con- 
trast. 


As an illustration of what can be 
done here under intensive 
farming, 
it may be stated that 
in 
Yellow- 
stone county, Montana the following 
yields an acre have >been secured: 
Wheat, 53 bushels, oats, 1G3 bushels,

Plan of Prof, Leonard Hill, F. R. S^ 


To Break All World'« Sporting 


Records. 


Leonard Hill, R R. S., Professor of 
Physiology at the London 
Hospital, 
is of opinion that by the use of oxygen 
it will bo possible to break the world's 
athletic records and to improve sports 
in general. 
The remarkable 
tests 
which he has so far condncted have 
been in connection with runners, and 
he gives instances where two 
run- 
ners. after breathing oxygen for two 
or three minutes respectively, 
each 
best his previous record. 


Mr. Hill, in co-operation with his 
demonstrator. 
Mr, Flnck, has 
boan 
for the past twelve months engaged In 
research work into the cause of hard 
breathing, and. speaking on the sub- 
ject of his experiments, he said that 
the reason why a man cannot hold his 
breath is that he uses up the oxygen 
that is in his blood and tissues and 
goes on producing carbonic acid. The 
want of oxygen and the excess of 
carbonic 
acid 
excite 
the 
breathing 
centre in the brain and force the man 
to take his breath. ' The effect of a 
want of oxygen can be staved off for a 
much longer period by breathing pure 
oxygen. He found he could hold his 
breath three times as long as usual 
by taking three breaths of 
oxygen, 
whereas Dr. Vernon of Oxford 
has 
just succeeded in holding his breath 
for eight and a half minutes. 


At the London Hospital Sports, I^Ir. 
Hill and Mr. Flack gave oxygen to 
some of the runners immediately af- 
ter the races and the men*s distress 
was greatly relieved thereby. For the 
three-mile race there were only two 
competitors, both of whom were given 
oxygen before the start. One man was 
out of training and gave up; the other 
man confessed that he had never run 
the first lap with such comfort. 


Next, Mr. Hill got a first-class ath. 
lete to run for him, In the person of 
T. H. Just, and obtained other run- 
ners to oo-operate. "lAIr. Holding," 
he said, "started off with an unpaced 
quarter 
of a mile, after 
breathing 
oxygen for two minutes. His time was 
50:20 seconds. 
Mr. Just paced him 
only for the last 150 yards. Mr. Hold- 
ing told us that in the trials for the 
Olympic games ho had been unable 
to do a quarter in less than 52 sec- 
onds. and that his previous best was 
51.20 seconds. The onlookers declared 
that he was not more distressed than 
if he had run 100 yards. With this Mr. 
Holding agreed. Noticeably absent was 
the stiffness of the muscles and grog- 
giness in the legs which follow a. great 
running 
exertion." 


Mr. Hill is now trying to get a 
w'orld's 
record 
breaker 
to run 
for 
him, as he is convinced that remark- 
able results will be obtained by the 
use of oxygen. Its use, he believes, 
can only do good to the athlete, while 
it relieves great distress, such as was 
seen in the case of Dorando. If Doran- 
do had been given oxygen on the last 
mile or two of his run Mr. Hill be- 
lieves he would have won easily. 


The same process would certainly 
apply to race horses, and experiments 
in that direction will shortly be ar-

and others, 
"uncrossed." 
are 
allowed to go as ordinary baggage. 


In ordinary times the journeys of 
king's 
messengers 
are 
matters of 
rountine. and they can generally cal- 
culate safely enough on the interven- 
ing periods of leisure, though there 
is a tradition that 
once one 
luck- 
less 
individual 
was dispatched 
in 
such hot haste to a far ^istant cani- 
tal that he had no time to change the 
dress clothes in which he was at- 
tired when the mandate arrived. And

senger who, believing himself to bo 
last on the list for the *'route," be- 
took himself, in blissful anticipation 
of a few days' rest, to a foreign wa- 
tering place.

The chief requirement for 
playing the game is the pony, and 
the price of the ‘little animal has 
soared since the game has attained 
such popularity in this country un­ 
til a good pony now brings a price 
in the four figures. 
As a string of 
ponies is essential to the devotee of 
the sport and competition among mil­ 
lionaires is keen to obtain the fleet­ 
est and surest of foot, polo ponies 
•may be said to be worth their weight 
in gold. 


Foxhall Keene recently sold nine 
ponies for $10,125, an average of $1,- 
125 sadi. 
Express, one of the ibest 
ponies, brought 
$3,100, 
and 
Blue 
Peter, another famous pony, was sold 
for $2,500. Both were bid in by Paul 
J. Rainey, the young multi-millionaire, 
a turfman and a polo 
enthusiast. 
Crotona, another po*', was bid in by 
Keene for $1,500. 


Polo »ponies come »from Texas, Wy­ 
oming or 
Montana. 
Before 
the 
“raw” ponies are shipped East they 
have never felt the keen tooth of 
the currycomb. 
If sold in the mar­ 
ket at $2.50 a head a profit is real­ 
ized. 
Likely-looking ponies sell even 
as high as $500 to $1,000. 


Auction sales of seasoned ponies 
are very rare in this country, but 
in England many sales of veteran 
ponies are held. 
The record price of 
$6,500 was received for a veteran pony 
ten years ago at Tattersalls. 
About 
five years ago 'Thomas Hitchcock, jr., 
sold Rowdy and E. W. after several 
season’s 
campaigning. 
Rowdy 
•brought $800 and E. W. $500. John 
A. Logan, jr., who ten years ago w&3 
a noted poloist, sold six seasoned 
ponies at an average price of $600. 


The best of the ponies bred on the 
plains are those used for "cutting 
out” the young calves from the cows 
at branding time. 
The experience 
of the ponies in rounding up cattle 
makes them sure-footed, intelligent, 
aggressive and courageous. 
These 
ponies are worth from $750 to $1,000 
to the ranchman. 
They are not sent 
East with the ordinary ponies for 
sale, but are disposed of privately. 


There are not more than a dozen 
men wiio bring the ponies on from 
the West. 
The shipment of ponies 
is consigned to Long Island, West­ 
chester County and Brookline, Mass., 
places where the polo playing con­ 
tingent reside. 
After reaching the 
East the ponies usually sell readily. 
There is always a brisk demand for 
this class of horses. 
One Westerner 
recently sold three carlQads in three 
days and then returned home with 
$20,000 in his pocket. 
The favorite 
ponies in England are dwarf thor­ 
oughbreds, capable of carry weight 
and with the endurance to gallop at 
top speed on a slow field.

ally they 'have 'been used in

country, but none of the quick Ameri­ 
can players who have visited Hurling- 
ham, the great polo matches abroad, 
has ever returned with the English 
pony. 
American 
poloists 
consider 
the mixed-bred Westerner ranch pony 
the better of the two. 
He has plen­ 
ty of speed and can gallop on the 
hard turf, while »the English pony i3 
Gccustomed to soft going. 


Many of the better class of polo 
ponies are the result of transfusion 
of good English blood by mating stal­ 
lions from abroad 
with 
American, 
ranch mares. Another cross with the 
trotter has been productive of good 
results, and the foals have shown 
spe^d 
and 
stability. — New 
York 
World.

In the closing decade of the last 
century the land 
values 
of 
Ohio 
shrank $60,000,000. 
In 
Minnesota, 
the great wheat State, the average 
yield an acre has dropped one bushel 
in the last five years. 
In Kansas 
the retrogression is even more mark­ 
ed. 


'The census report gives the aver­ 
age annual product an acre of all 
the farms in the United States as 
worth $11.3$. 
This figure, 'poor as it 
is, must owe a great deal to the 
newly opened territories, 
for 
the 
great agricultural States of Minnesota 
and Illinois fell considerably below 
it. 


With the most fertile land in the 
world, says the Craftsman, we are 
producing much less than other peo­ 
ples extract from lands of poover 
quality and 
longer 
subjection 
to 
tilth. 
During the ten years ending 
with 1906 we raised thirteen and 
five-tentlis bushels of wheat to the 
acre. 
In Austria and Hungary the 
average was seventeen bushels; in 
France it was nineteen and eight- 
tenths; 
in Germany, 
twenty-seven 
and six-tenMis; 
and in the United 
Kingdom, thirty-two and two-tenths 
bushels. The figures for barley, oats 
and other crops show the same con­ 
trast. 


As an illustration of what can be 
done hero under intensive farming, 
it may be stated that in 
Yellow­ 
stone county, Montana the following 
yields an acre have «been secured: 
Wheat, 53 bushels, oats, 163 bushels, 
and potatoes, 1,213 bushels, 
while 
1,420 tons of alfalfa have been grown 
on 200 acres. 


The impoverishment of our lands 
has been brought about in the main 
by single cropping and the neglect 
of fertilization. 
Almost everywhere 
in the country it has been the prac­ 
tice of our farmers to select the 
crop which promised the best im­ 
mediate return and to plant their 
fields in it year after year without 
re9t or change, and in spite of the 
protests of scientists and the dem­ 
onstrations of agricultural colleges 
and experiment stations. 


Whereas arable land should under 
proper treatment grow richer and 
more bountiful year by year, our agri­ 
cultural acres are 
deteriorating 
so 
fast that the owner 
derives 
from 
them an annual income equal to no 
more than what would be a moderate 
rental if they were in ordinary con­ 
dition and properly cultivated.

Plan of Prof, Leonard Hill, F. R. S** 
To Break All World*« Sporting 


Records. 


Leonard Hill, F. R* S., Professor of 
Physiology at the London Hospital, 
is of opinion that by the use of oxygen 
it will bo possible to break the world’s 
athletic records and to improve sports 
in general. 
The remarkable tests 
which he has so far conducted have 
been in connection with runners, and 
he gives instances where two run­ 
ners, after breathing oxyg°n for two 
or three minutes respectively, each 
best his previous record. 


Mr, Hill, in co-operation with his 
demonstrator, Mr. Flack, has boan 
for the past twelve months engaged in 
research work into the cause of hard 
breathing, and, speaking on the sub­ 
ject of his experiments, he said that 
the reason why a man cannot hold his 
breath is that he uses up the oxygen 
that is in his blood and tissues and 
goes on producing carbonic acid. The 
want of oxygen and the excess of 
carbonic acid excite the breathing 
centre in the brain and force the man 
to take his breath. 
The effect of a 
want of oxygen can be staved off for a 
much longer period by breathing pure 
oxygen. He found he could hold his 
breath three times as long as usual 
by taking three breaths of oxygen, 
whereas Dr. Vernon of Oxford has 
just succeeded in holding his breath 
for eight and a half minutes. 


At the London Hospital Sports, Mr. 
Hill and Mr. Flack gave oxygen to 
some of the runners immediately af­ 
ter the races and the men’s distress 
was greatly relieved thereby. For the 
three-mile race there were only two 
competitors, both of whom were given 
oxygen before the start. One man was 
out of training and gave up; the other 
man confessed that he had never run 
the first lap with such comfort. 


Next, Mr. Hill got a first-class ath- 
lete to run for him, in the person of 
T. H. Just, and obtained other run­ 
ners to co-operate. "Mr. Holding/’ 
he said, "started off with an unpaced 
quarter of a mile, after breathing 
oxygen for two minutes. His time was 
50:20 seconds. 
Mr. Just paced him 
only for the last 150 yards. Mr. Hold­ 
ing told us that in the trials for the 
Olympic games he had been unable 
to do a quarter in less than 52 sec­ 
onds, and that his previous best was 
51.20 seconds. The onlookers declared 
that he was not more distressed than 
if he had run 100 yards. With this Mr. 
Holding agreed. Noticeably absent was 
the stiffness of the muscles and grog­ 
giness in the legs which follow a. great 
running exertion.” 


Mr. Hill is now trying to get a 
world’s record breaker to run for 
him, as he is convinced that remark­ 
able results will be obtained by the 
use of oxygen. Its use, he believes, 
can only do good to the athlete, while 
it relieves great distress, such as was 
seen in the case of Dorando. If Doran- 
do had been given oxygen on the last 
mile or two of his run Mr. Hill be­ 
lieves he would have won easily. 


The same process would certainly 
apply to race horses, and experiments 
in that direction will shortly be ar-

tlemen of social position, often re­ 
tired service officers, and are nom­ 
inated by the Foreign Secretary, sub­ 
ject to a qualifying examination. By 
the strict letter of tho regulations 
they are supposed to wear a uniform 
wliile on service—dark blue firock 
coat, gold edged waistcoat buttoned 
high, trousers with a scarlet 
cord 
down the seams, gilt buttons with 
crown, garter, 
royal 
cypher 
and 
greyhound pendant, 
peaked, 
black 
braided cap with gilt crown in front

tired when the mandate arrived. And

another vener­ 
able story may be told—of the mes­ 
senger who, believing himself to be 
last on the list for Lhe "route,” be­ 
took himself, in blissful anticipation 
of a few days’ rest, to a foreign wa­ 
tering place. 
Scarcely had ho 
ar­ 
rived when he received a Foreign 
Office telegram to this bewildering 
effect: 
"You are fast and dirty. Re­ 
turn at once.” 
On «his promptly pre­ 
senting himself at headquarters he 
discovered that the 
message 
sent 
was: 
"You are first on duty.” 


Of recent years the King’s 
mes­ 
senger has been largely in evidence 
In fiction, and, not unnaturally, his 
shrewdness, .heroism and hairbreadth 
adventures provide material 
for 
a 
capital story. 
Sometimes, it is true, 
captious objectors may insinuate that 
the heroes bear much the same re­ 
lation to the real officials as poor 
Ouida’s famous guardsmen have to 
actual officers of the Household Cav­ 
alry—but the "story” is

less interesting for that.

ual annals of the king's messenger 
service, however, supply plenty of 
thrilling situations.

He was instruct­ 
ed to deliver dispatches to the King 
of Prussia, whose headquarters were 
then at Versailles, and was nearing 
his destination when he fell into tie 
hands of some -franc-tireurs, who in­ 
sisted he was a German, and must 
therefore be shot. 
It was in vain he 
produced his badge and his passport: 
he was a spy, they declared, 
and 
Germans, whether spies or not, met 
with short shrift at the hands 
of 
franc-tireurs. The keeper of the inn 
where he was taken managed on 
various -pretexts to dissuade 
them 
from 
immediate 
execution; 
they 
grudgingly gave *bim till the follow­ 
ing morning, but, thinking «better of 
their clemency, wanted to shoot him 
before dawn, and the inn-keeper with 
difficulty induced them to wait til] it 
was light.

But he didn’t find a market 
and after a year said he was through 
with them and I could havo them to 
pay for keeping them. 


"Well, sir. we Inspected those eels 
and they had spoiled. 
The brine in 
which they were pickled wasn’t just 
right or something; anyway* these 
five hogsheads of eels had gone all to 
the bad. 


"So we got out the hogsheads and 
put them on trucks 
The Idea was to 
•take «them somewhere 
and 
throw 
them away. 
But boforo we got a 
chance to move the trucks the Board 
of Health descended upon us. 


"Have you any idea of the effect of 
five hogsheads of really bad pickled 
eels? 
I’m sure I hadn’t and i am 
willing to admit that the inspectors 
of the Hoard of Health were justified 
in saying that we couldn’t take those 
eels through the streets. 


"So we »put them back in cold stor­ 
age. 
Of courso eels or anything else 
will behave all right in a very low 
tem perature. 


“We have tried many times since 
to get lid of those eels, but without 
success. 
We did plan to bury them. 
There was a vacant lot next to the 
storage plant and I thought if we 
put them deep enough it would hold 
them. 


"We engaged a gang of digger? to 
do the job at night. 
Unfortunately 
we didn’t own the lot and before we 
could get to work it was decided to 
build on the lot and operations had 
begun. 


"We have appealed to the health 
authorities to take those eels away 
and bury them, or burn them, or 
dump them at sea, 
What’s the use of 
say, since the eels 
cold storage. 


"Throe years those eels have been 
with us now and for all I can see 
they will stay here indefinitely un­ 
less some one tells me how to get 
rid of them .”—New York Sun.
